Secriox 1. That Section two of Chapter five of the Act
entitled “ An Act to reduce the law incorporating the city of
St. Paul, in the county of Ramsey and State of Minneota,h'ﬂuh,m
and the several Acts amendatory thereof into one Act andcity’property
to amend the same,” be 80 amended as to read as follows:
The said Council shall have power to annuslly levy a tax
upon all the property of said city subject to taxation, not ex-
ceeding one per cent. per annum, to defray the current ex-
penses of the city, provided, that after the year 1858, such
tax shall not exceed one half per cent. per annum.
